Yet, as not every good and honorable citizen is a fit 
representative of public opinion on the Nebraska 
Bill, so not every member of that Board may fitly 
represent the constituency upon the great question 
of the application of Caristianity to the sin of 
slavery. As the case now stands, it would seem 
that the Secretaries represent, or dcsire to represent, 
the views of their constituents. They would be 
glad to have more said in the publications of the 
Tract Society on the subject of slavery. In this 
the Society will stand by the Secretaries ; and ifthe 
veto power of one or two in the Board hinders the 
wishes of the other officers and the Society at 
large, there is surely a way in which that evil can 
be remedied. 

Most cordially do we unite in all that is said of 
the duty of helping the Society in its great and 
blessed work. We would not have anybody leave 
the Society for an anti-slavery organization, simply 
through dissatisfaction with the policy of the ad- 
ministration on a single point.
